Eminence Senior Shelby 
Gordon greets teachers and 
staff every morning with her 
coffee cart. 

She makes coffee and sells 
it by the cup with other 
things like muffins, soda 
and tea. Gordon showed 
an interest in the hospitality 
aspect of the job where she 
learns career ready skills like 
accounting. Gordon smiles 
as she travels down the hall 
with speed and enthusiasm 
to each classroom. She 
keeps track of every item 
sold, writing it down in a 
ledger. Gordon exudes con¬ 
fidence as she makes change 
not just for a customer, but 
herself. 

“I like what I do. I like 
fixing everyone coffee,” she 
said. 

When asked by Special 
Education Director Regina 
Wallace what the direc¬ 


tor’s usual drink is Gordon 
immediately responds. 

“A large coffee with three 
French vanilla creamers,” 
Gordon said. 

Gordon learns life and 
career skills through the 
Project Discovery Program 
where students do career 
exploration in up to 10 dif¬ 
ferent career areas, according 
to Tonie Moore, a 14-year 
Eminence Special Education 
teacher. For Moore, it’s not 
just about career readiness 
but also about confidence. 

“It means my job has 
been accomplished,” Moore 
said. “I hope it teaches not 
just a job skill after high 
school but also gives them 
confidence to be indepen¬ 
dent and I’ve helped them 
accomplish things they 
haven’t done before.” 

As part of an idea Eminence 
Assistant Principal Donna 
McClamroch had during a 
visit to Dixie Heights High

gold miners, from the Gold 
Rush to present day, close 
things down and settle in 
for a long winter’s rest. The 
same holds true for hous¬ 
ing construction and road 
construction. Forget about 
trying to put up a simple 
mailbox; it’s too late. Of 
course, I found this out the 
hard way - the frozen earth 


practically broke my shovel. 

With temperatures at 
the beginning of October 
running in the 40s to 70s 
range during daylight hours 
and plummeting to 0 or 
-20 degree range during the 
night time by the end of 
October; changes in attire 
are certainly necessary. It’s 
hard to know what to wear; 
one morning may require 
a light jacket and the next 
morning you may need 
your warmest Arctic parka. 
So, we dress in layers; lots 
and lots of layers! School 
age children are taught to 
“layer up” before going 
outside. 

Automobiles require spe¬ 
cial attention in our frozen 
desert. Naturally, we change 
to snow tires by the middle 
of October, but additional 
winterization measures are 
needed to ensure your car’s 


continued performance at 
-60 degrees. Believe me, 
one never wants automobile 
problems at -60F! 

State law requires each 
individual to carry a cold 
weather emergency kit 
in the vehicle during the 
winter months. This kit 
includes sleeping bags for 
arctic temperatures, first 
aid kit, water, radio, food, 
and extra coat, snow pants, 
hat, and gloves. One time 
is all it takes to realize how 
valuable this cold weather 
emergency kit is to survival 
in Alaska. Yes, I learned it 
the hard way too! Long 
story short: the left rear 
tire dropped off the side 
of a mountain at -40F in a 
remote area. I never want 
to repeat that experience! 

Activities change as 
everyone rushes to get in 
that last weekend of camp¬ 


ing or that last trip to 
Denali National Park with¬ 
out the tourists. Hunting 
and fishing habits change. 
From hunting fur bearing 
animals to setting winter 
trap lines; from fly fishing 
to ice fishing; from four 
wheeling to snow machines; 
from walking to skiing; the 
focus changes. 

Gone are high cranberry 
pickers, now it’s time to 
watch for the moose in the 
yard. Gone is the black road 
covering known as asphalt; 
now it’s time to hone one’s 
skills for driving on black 
ice and deep snow. 

While many things 
change in Alaska with 
the temperature drop, 
Halloween remains an 
important holiday for the 
children. Here, the children 
wear their costumes over 
their snow suits. It’s not 


unusual for the teenagers 
or adults who dress in cos¬ 
tume to be found on the ski 
slopes celebrating the last 
day of October. 

Then, there’s my favor¬ 
ite activity: watching the 
Aurora Borealis, better 
known as the Northern 
Lights. With the cooler 
temperatures, “the Lights” 
make frequent appearances. 
The best viewing time is 
between midnight and 3 
a.m.; the colder the tem¬ 
perature, the better chance 
of seeing “the Lights”. 

Why should I do some¬ 
thing sensible, like sleep or 
watch television when I can 
“ layer up” and journey out 
into the cold black night 
to watch the magic of “the 
Lights” as they dance across 
the sky?

We will not sit back 
and watch our great city dry up and 
blow away.

In defense of Geoff Davis 

In light of recent comments 
from a couple of letters to the edi¬ 
tor regarding former Congressman 
Geoff Davis, the Henry County 
Republican Party would like to set 
the record straight. 

Geoff Davis has been the U.S. 
Representative for the Fourth 
District of Kentucky, and has been 
a friend to Henry County since 
his election in 2004. Over the past 
eight years, he worked on regula¬ 
tory reform, providing tax relief to 
working families, fighting for small 
businesses, promoting energy inde¬ 
pendence, supporting American ser¬ 
vice members and veterans, and the 
REINS Act, which reins in wasteful 
bureaucratic, government spend¬ 
ing. One of the most important 
pieces of legislation to come out of 
Washington D.C. in a long time. 

It was his humble beginnings, and 
life experience, that led to one of 
his greatest accomplishments, The 
Homeless Emergency Assistance and 
Rapid Transition to Housing Act, 
a bipartisan bill that improves the 
Department of Housing and Urban 
Development’s definition of “home¬ 
less,” increase local flexibility and 
streamline the Homeless Assistance 
Grants Program. During the 112th 
Congress, Congressman Davis intro¬ 
duced the Child and Family Services 
Improvement and Innovation 
Act that was signed into law by 
President Obama on Sept. 30, 2011. 
This bipartisan bill reauthorizes and 
improves two important child wel¬ 
fare programs to continue serving 
children and families in need with¬ 
out adding to the deficit.

While visiting wounded troops, 
Congressman Davis discovered 
an inequality between active and 


reserve service members in regard 
to disability retirement pay. Driven 
to act, Congressman Davis made 
sure the House-passed version of 
the National Defense Authorization 
Act for Fiscal Year 2009 included an 
important provision that would have 
increased disability retirement pay 
for some reservists/veterans who are 
severely and permanently disabled 
from being wounded in action.

After recognizing the increased 
pressure that our troops are expe¬ 
riencing in the current economy, 
Congressman Davis offered an 
amendment in the National Defense 
Authorization Act for Fiscal Year

Pay for service members to a maxi¬ 
mum of $1,500 per month, from 
the previous maximum of $750 
per month. Congressman Davis is 
determined to protect and serve the 
dedicated military professionals who 
sacrifice so much for our nation. 

Congressman Davis has been 
recognized as a results-oriented 
problem solver by the National 
Association of Manufacturers, the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce, the 
National Federation of Independent 
Business, the National Association 
of Development Organizations, 
Americans for Tax Reform and the 
Small Business and Entrepreneurship 
Council, among others. He has 
also been awarded the Housing 
Assistance Council’s Henry B. 
Gonzales Award for his work to 
improve low-income housing in 
rural communities. In October 
2009, Congressman Davis was hon¬ 
ored as an Outstanding Advocate 
by the Women’s Crisis Center of 
Northern Kentucky for his work to 
fight domestic violence in Kentucky.

and she no longer has the 
ability to talk beyond a few 
mumbled syllables. She can 
only swallow and breathe 
on her own. Broughton’s 
grandfather David Ritter 
didn’t show the more obvi¬ 
ous signs until his wife went 
into a nursing home. 

“They (doctors) think 
that a lot of his symp¬ 
toms were masked because 
he was trying to take care 
of my grandmother,” 
Broughton said. “Once he 
no longer needed to the 
disease began to show its 
symptoms.” 

In the beginning stages, 
Broughton could tell her 
grandparents knew they 
were losing their memo¬ 
ry. They would admit to 
her things they knew they 
should remember or apolo¬ 
gize. Once the disease pro¬ 
gressed, the Ritters didn’t 
notice the memory gaps 
anymore. 

“They would say things 
that completely lacked 
sense,” Broughton said. 
“You had to repeat your¬ 
self a lot.” 

Broughton said it was 
an exercise in patience for 
those closest to them. She 
would tell herself when 
her grandfather would get 
really confused, that it was 
his disease and not him. 
Broughton had to breathe, 


not get short with them 
and remember that her 
grandparents were unaware 
of what was happening to 
them. Correcting them, 
Broughton thought, could 
do more harm than good. 

“They still look like your 
mom, dad, brother, grand¬ 
ma, but it’s almost in a way, 
like a shell,” Broughton 
said. “It’s emotionally frus¬ 
trating to watch someone 
you love slipping away like 
that.” 

At first her grandmoth¬ 
er forgot things like leav¬ 
ing the burners on the 
stove when she went to 
run errands. Then Ritter 
started losing basic speech 
ability and proper words 
for things. Walking became 
a challenge and Ritter 
couldn’t stand up on her 
own from a sitting position. 
According to Broughton, 
Ritter hasn’t walked in 
almost four years and her 
grandfather is in the loss of 
movement stages now. 

A 2012 report from the 
Alzheimer’s Association 
reveals the prevalence of 
the disease. 

One out of eight elderly 
have been diagnosed with 
Alzheimer’s disease. 

Alzheimer’s is the sixth 
leading cause of death in 
the United States. 

More than 15 mil¬ 
lion Americans provide 
unpaid care for people 
with Alzheimer’s or other 
dementias. 

Payments for care are 


estimated to be $200 bil¬ 
lion in 2012. 

Broughton advises any¬ 
one new dealing with 
Alzheimer’s disease to 
go to the Alzheimer’s 
Association website to 
learn more about the 
course of the disease and 
resources available to care¬ 
givers. For example, there 
is a local caregiver meeting 
in Oldham County every 
month. 

“You can go and share 
your experiences with other 


caregivers who are strug¬ 
gling,” Broughton said. 
“Until the disease affects 
you personally, it’s hard to 
know what it’s really like. 
Well-meaning friends are 
an asset, to be sure, but 
talking with other people 
going through it is essen¬ 
tial.” 

The website also has 
information about fund¬ 
raising. 

“I am a Henry County 
native born and bred. I 
wanted to bring the fund¬ 


raising event home to the 
county I grew up in,” 
Broughton said. “Henry 
County is just such a big 
part of my life and the 
community and people like 
John Logan Brent have 
been very responsive in 
helping set up the fund¬ 
raiser.” 

Broughton earned a 
bachelor’s in vocal perfor¬ 
mance from Transylvania 
University in 2009. 
Broughton will be joined by 
several of her Transylvania 


music alumni for the Forget 
Me Not fundraiser at the 
Henry County Fairgrounds 
on Oct. 20 from 2 p.m. to 
6 p.m. where she will per¬ 
form. There will be a silent 
auction and T-shirts sold 
at the event. Admission is 
free and Broughton asks 
for any donation attendees 
feel comfortable giving. 

“We can raise aware¬ 
ness about the disease,” 
Broughton said. “It’s not 
too late for the next gen¬ 
eration. I have performing 
slots open for a church 
group or even a child that 
may want to perform.” 

Broughton finds strength 
in her talent and music. 

“My choir teacher in 
undergrad used to put 
TPOM (the power of 
music) on the board before 
every concert,” Broughton 
said. “In his pre-concert 
pep talks, he’d never fail 
to say, 'Never underesti¬ 
mate the power of music.’ 
When I’m singing to my 
grandma and it pulls her 
to that brief connection, I 
really do feel and believe 
in the power of music. If 
it can touch someone who 
has lost almost everything, 
I’m pretty positive there is 
nothing it can’t do.”

Kentucky State Police 
spokesperson Ron Turley 
said that Monroe was 
under the influence of 
methamphetamines when 
the crash occurred.

Monroe lost control of 
the vehicle on the side of 
the road and overturned, 
striking some small trees 
and a fence. Jacob was 
killed in the crash and 
was pronounced dead at 
the scene. 

Turley said the does 
not know why it took so 
long to bring charges in 
the accident. 

“On these kinds of 
cases, there are a lot of 


test results that have to 
come back from toxicol¬ 
ogy, and then they have 
to gather a lot of other 
evidence,” he said. 

Monroe was also 
charged with numer¬ 
ous commercial vehicle 
offenses, including oper¬ 
ating on a CDL (com¬ 
mercial driver’s license) 
under the influence of 
a controlled substance, 
CDL not licensed, no 
Intrastate authorized 
authority, Violation 
Part 391 Federal 
Safety Regulations 
(Qualification of Drivers), 
Violation Part 393 
Federal Safety Regulations 
(Parts Needed Safe 
Operation), Violation 
Part 392 Federal Safety 
Regulations (Driving of 
Motor Vehicle), improper 
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use of a farm plates and 
no registration plates. 

KSP Vehicle 

Enforcement Officer 
Steve Oliver said that he 
does not know if Monroe 
knowingly ignored the 
law concerning commer¬ 
cial vehicles or if he just 
didn’t realize his truck 
fit the requirements for a 
commercial vehicle. 

“Some of the smaller 
trucks don’t normally fall 
under the guidelines of a 
commercial vehicle, but 
if they are pulling a trail¬ 
er [which Monroe was], 
then that would make it 
commercial,” he said. 

Although Monroe is 
charged to be under the 
influence of drugs rath¬ 
er than alcohol, Oliver 
said DUI penalties in 
commercial vehicles are 


harsher than in passenger 
cars. 

“That’s because a big 
truck can do a lot more 
damage if it is involved 
in an accident than a car 
can,’ he said. 

He said the legal limit 
for drivers of commercial 
vehicles (.04) is only half 
that for passenger cars 
(08). 

Monroe was arraigned 
Tuesday in Shelby 
County District Court 
and is being held at the 
Shelby County Detention 
Center under a $250,000 
cash bond.

Out of the 289 students who 
took the workbook home at the beginning of the summer 158 were brought back this fall. The ceremony was set up like an Olympic style ceremony with gold, 
silver and bronze medals awarded for the different levels of completion. Every summer elementary school students lose 2.6 months of learning if they do not 
keep up their school year skills. So that is 1 full year over the course of elementary school. As a result of the number of workbooks returned, Campbellsburg ele¬ 
mentary was very excited to see improvement on the MAP tests score results. Several of the children had increased test scores and some were as much as +30’s.

YEARS AGO IN HENRY COUNTY 

1837: Sudduth paid 
$6 for building coffin 


200 YEARS AGO 

On Oct. 3, 1812, Jesse 
Moreland delivered the 
head of one wolf above 
the age of six months to 
Deputy Sheriff W. Webb 
for payment of bounty. 
Amount of bounty not 
noted. 

Levi Scott posted a mar¬ 
riage bond for 50 pounds 
on Sept. 29, 1812, and 
secured a license to marry 
Letticia Shelton, daugh¬ 
ter of George Shelton. 
They were married on 
Oct. 1, 1812, by Thomas 
Vandever, Minister of the 
Gospel. 

175 YEARS AGO 

Henry Sudduth was 
allowed $6 by the county 
court for constructing a 
coffin for William Argo, an 
indigent person. 

On Oct. 2, 1837, Alfred 
Neal who lived on Six 
Mile Creek reported to 
Sheriff David Adams that 
he had taken in a stray, 
sorrel horse. The horse 
was about six years old, 
stood about sixteen hands 
high and had a flax mane 
and tail. It was appraised 
at $55. 

On Oct. 2, 1837, John 
Black posted a marriage 
bond for 50 pounds and 
obtained a license to marry 
Martha Ann Brown. The 
couple was married on 
Oct. 5, 1837, by Rev. 

Isaac Malin, Minister of 
the Gospel. 

At the October term of 
Court, John H. Ladd was 
allowed $45 for his ser¬ 
vices at the poorhouse. 

150 YEARS AGO 

After securing a mar¬ 
riage license on Oct. 7, 
1862, Thomas J. Moore 
and Caroline B. Arnold 
were married on Oct. 9, 
1862, byW. H. Felix, 
Minister of the Gospel. 

(Not Henry County) 
The Battle of Perryville, 
Kentucky occurred on 
Oct. 8, 1862. It involved 
General Braxton Bragg’s 
Confederates and General 
Don Carlos Buell’s 
Northern troops. The 
result of this encounter, 
the most significant of the 
battles fought in Kentucky, 
is that Bragg is compelled 
to retreat southeastward. 
Casualties are listed, for 
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the Federals, at 845 dead, 
2851 wounded and 515 
missing, out of 36,940 
men. Confederates tally 
510 killed, 2635 injured 
and 251 missing out of 
a total troop strength of 
16,000. Of the combined 
fighting force of 52,940, 
14.4 per cent or 7,607 
were either killed, injured 
or missing in battle. 

125 YEARS AGO 

On Oct. 11, 1887, 
George Marshall was 
appointed guardian of 
John Marshall, Alpheus 
Marshall, Emma Marshall 
and Ida Marshall by the 
County Court. 

Joseph D. Browning 
secured a license on Oct. 

4, 1887, to marry Kate M. 
Woirhaye. They were mar¬ 
ried on October 5, 1887 
in a ceremony officiated by 
J. W. Bruner, Minister of 
the Gospel. 

On Oct. 11, 1887, 

Lewis N. Bryant pur¬ 
chased a house and 
lot in “the new city of 
Campbellsburg” from 
James and Sarah Jenkins 
for the sum of $525. 

100 YEARS AGO 

Dr. J. E. Dobyns filed 
a claim for $7.50 for his 
services to the indigent in 
Henry County. The claim 
was paid on Oct. 2, 1912. 

The County Court paid 
a claim of $6 to J. Stapp 
Mitchell for four days of 
work on a cistern. The 
claim did not state where 
the cistern was located. 
Evidently it was either 
at the courthouse or the 
poorhouse. 


Henry tied to Civil War

The Civil War divided 
just as many people in the 
county as it did in the state 
and nation. This is the 
first article of a Civil War 
series , beginning with an 
escape involving a Henry 
County resident that reached 
national fame during the 
late 1800 s. 

C apt. Issac Newton 
Johnston of 
Pleasureville 

enlisted under Col. Walter 
Whitaker in 1861 as part 
of the Sixth Kentucky 
Volunteer Infantry. 

Whitaker had been commis¬ 
sioned to raise a regiment in 
Eminence. In Cap. Thomas 
Speed’s book The Union 
Regiments of Kentucky, the 
captain said only 130 men 
returned out of the 1,000 
who enlisted. 

Johnston felt compelled 
to join and help protect 
the Union. Johnston 
wrote that 100 men from 
Henry County enlisted 
and selected him as cap¬ 
tain of Company H of the 
Sixth Kentucky Volunteer 
Infantry. 

“.. .1 remembered the 
wisdom of those men who 
gave shape to our institu¬ 
tions; I remembered the 
price at which indepen¬ 
dence was purchased,” 
Johnston wrote. “I felt that 
in such a cause, and for 
such a country, it would be 
sweet to die.” 

His grandfather Thomas 
Young, too young to 
serve as a soldier in the 
Revolutionary War, acted as 
a drummer and later a dis¬ 
patcher in the war. He was 
with George Washington 
during the surrender of 
Yorktown. 

Johnston participated 
in three battles 

Johnston fought his first 
batde at Shiloh in April 
1862 with Gen. Ulysses 
S. Grant’s army and six 
other divisions. The Battle 
of Shiloh proved to be the 
first heavy- casualty skir¬ 
mish. The first day of battle 
Union troops suffered more 
casualties. The Confederate 
Gen. Albert Sidney a veter¬ 
an officer died at the Battle 
of Shiloh. Johnston suf¬ 
fered a shot through his left 
cheek and the ball passed 
near the ear. Johnston 
wrote that the blow “.. .laid 
me for a time unconscious 
on the field amid the dead

and the dying. 

In a Courier- 
Journal article 
from 1961 
by Evelyn 
Meyer, Isaac 
Johnston’s son 
Joseph Elliot 
Johnston said 
in an interview 
that his father’s 
injury brought 
him much dif¬ 
ficulty as he 
could never get 
a set of teeth fitted properly. 

Johnston fought another 
battle and sustained inju¬ 
ries under Gen. Rosecrans 
on Dec. 31, 1862, at the 
Battle of Stones River 
(Murfreesboro, Tenn.) 
against Confederate 
General Braxton Bragg. 

The battle proved to be 
inconclusive for both sides 
with the Union totaling 
more men injured, killed 
and missing or captured. 
The battle lasted until Jan. 

3, 1863. Shell fragments 
bruised Johnston’s arms 
and smashed the stock of a 
pistol the captain hung on 
his side. The fragments bent 
the barrel almost doubling 
it Johnston wrote. He cred¬ 
ited the pistol with saving 
his life. 

Captain Johnston 
retreated from his third 
battle at Chickamauga. The 


Union lost 
heavily and 
Confederate 
soldiers took 
Johnston pris¬ 
oner during 
his brigade’s 
ordered 
retreat. 

His defeat 
ultimately 
brought him 
ne of his 
ost memo¬ 
rable successes. 

Confederates took 
Johnston to Richmond, Va. 
where he would spend four 
months in Libby Prison. 

The Escape 

Maj. Andrew G. 
Hamilton of the 12th 
Kentucky Cavalry and a 
Col. E. Rose are credited 
with planning the escape, 
from which encompassed 
descending into the prison’s 
basement, tunneling 50 
feet, depending on which 
source you read, under a 
guarded yard and into a 
tobacco shed. Confederate 
soldiers sealed off the base¬ 
ment after repeated flood¬ 
ing and a continuing rat 
problem made it inoper¬ 
able. Hamilton’s personal 
account is written in his 
book, Eighteen Months a 
Prisoner under the Rebel 
Flag and describes how 
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escape 

he removed bricks from 
a kitchen fireplace and 
descended to the basement. 

Johnston was let in on 
the secret plan, which led 
to 15 officers working in 
three groups for 52 days. 
Hamilton recounted that, 

“.. .the only difficulties 
experienced in making this 
excavation resulted from 
a lack of tools and the 
unpleasant feature of hav¬ 
ing to hear hundreds of rats 
squeal all the time, while 
they ran over the diggers 
almost without a sign of 
fear.” 

The Union men hid the 
displaced dirt under straw 
in the basement and once 
the tunnel, now shoulder 
width, progressed deep 
enough they used wooden 
cuspidors (spittoons) with 
ropes to pull the dirt out of 
the tunnel. 

In Johnston’s book, Tour 
Months in Libby , he recalls 
how during an evening 
head count of prisoners he 
was counted as missing. 
Johnston spent the rest of 
his time hiding out near the 
tunnel fed by fellow diggers 
when they came to start 
their shifts. 

On the day of the escape, 
Johnston hid under the 
pile of straw as three slaves 
sat on top of it eating food 
they found the escape party 
had hidden. The slaves 
retrieved barrels stored in 
the back part of the base¬ 
ment and left. 

Hamilton’s account states 
he and Rose went through 
the tunnel first followed 
by Capt. J. F. Gallagher, 
Major Fitzsimmons, Capt. 
Johnston and a Lt. Fislar. 
Confederate soldiers recap¬ 
tured 48 of the 109 Union 
men that escaped on Feb. 9, 
1864. Several Confederate 
sentinels were imprisoned 
under the suspicion of brib¬ 
ery until the tunnel was dis¬ 
covered. Hamilton reached 
Union lines on his own in 
Williamsburg. 

Johnston and Fislar 
eventually found a sentinel 
of the 11th Pennsylvania 
Calvary. The officers’ famil¬ 
iarity with the territory and 
the armies’ movements 
aided them in finding a 
safe route to a Union army 
where they were transport¬ 
ed to Washington, D.C. 

Johnston later mar¬ 
ried Annie Nash of Shelby 
County and settled in 
Pleasureville where he is 
buried.

The Archives Course in Frankfort 
was the site of the 29th annual Capitol 
View Classic and the Henry County 
cross country team competed there 
for the first time in several years. 

Many runners and coaches consider 
it one of the toughest courses in the 
state with long up hill runs and steep 
down hills. In fact the information 
packet sent out by organizers call it 
the infamous Archives course. Most 
runners don’t go there expecting to 
set personal records-they just want to 
survive it. 

But Henry County runner John 
Bates didn’t buy in to that viewpoint. 
Bates set a personal record on the 
course Saturday with a time of 20:04. 
It was the best time of the day for 
any runner from Henry County and 
was good enough for the win in the 
junior varsity race. And Bates didn’t 
just beat his personal record; he shat¬ 
tered his previous best by more than 
1.5 minutes.

blocked punt, Mitchell 
dropped back to pass and 
rolled left with no luck, 
before scrambling to his 
right and spotting a wide 
open Hoofman standing 
at about the 10-yard line. 
Hoofman scampered into 
the end zone for his 2nd 
touchdown reception of 
the quarter. Mitchell then 
ran the conversion attempt 
straight up the middle and 
EHS led 14-0 with 3:32 
remaining in the opening 
quarter. 

On the next series 
Trimble, beginning on 
their own 15-yard line, 
moved the ball down field 
with several off-tackle 
runs. 

But the Warrior defense

Arrival of fall means hay assessment 


The arrival of fall is an 
important time for live¬ 
stock producers to assess 
their winter hay supplies. 
Determining both the 
amount and the quality 
will help insure you have 
enough to get your ani¬ 
mals through the winter in 
good shape. Here’s how 
to get a fairly accurate esti¬ 
mate of supply. 

Estimate the number 
of days you’ll feed hay 
this winter. In a normal 
year, Kentucky producers 
average 120 days (from 
Dec. 1 until March 31) 
of feeding hay. This will 
vary depending upon your 
situation. Some produc¬ 
ers in Western Kentucky 
never really stopped feed¬ 
ing hay this year, due to 
the drought, and believe it 
or not, each year we have 
folks who really plan out 
their forage year nearly get 
through without feeding 
any hay at all. 

Determine the amount of 
feed your animals will con¬ 
sume each day. Cattle and 
horses consume an average 
of 2.5 percent of their body 
weight every day, so simply 
multiply 0.025 by the aver¬ 
age animal’s weight times 
the number of animals you 
plan to feed. 

Multiply the products of 
No. 1 and No. 2 together. 
This will give you a good 
idea of the approximate 
pounds of hay you’ll need 
for the winter.

Take three or four hay 
bales to a facility with a 
scale, such as the local feed 
store. Take the bale’s aver¬ 
age weight and multiply 
that by the number of bales 
you have. Compare this 
number to the amount you 
need. 

You also need to allow 
for storage and feeding 
losses, and adjust your hay 
supplies to cover these loss¬ 
es. If you store your hay 
outside, your losses may 
be more than 50 percent. 
A 50 percent loss would 
mean that you need to 
double the amount of hay 
you calculated is needed to 
feed your animals. 

Before feeding hay, you 
should have it tested for 
nutrient content. The 
Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture’s Forage 
Testing Program can help 
you determine if your ani¬ 
mals are truly getting the 
nutrition they need or if 
you need to supplement 
the ration to maintain your 
animals’ body condition. 
You can reach the KDA at 
1-800-248-4628. 


September rains 


Stockpiling should pay 
off well this year. It always 
seems a bit of a gamble 
to put some nitrogen on 
pastures in August when it 
is hot and dry in order to 
boost fall production, but 
the September rains have 
made it worthwhile this 
year. While all of our cool 
season grass based pastures 
and hay fields have greened 
up, those with nitrogen 
have the extra boost. This 
should ease the hay supply 
somewhat, as stockpiled 
pastures can give livestock 
feed supplies well into the 
winter. 

How much rain? We now 
have seven dedicated and 
consistent rainfall observ¬ 
ers around the county, and 
rainfall ranged from a low of 
4.16 inches near Smithfield 
to a high of 5.83 inches on 
Kentucky 22 just northeast 
of Pleasureville. The rains 
have not only benefited 
pasture and hay, some late 
soybeans improved, and 
tobacco curing is reported 
to be developing a good 
color.
